companies in the state from main- 
taining- plants within one mile of a 
railroad, has died in committee, ac- 
cording to Tax Collector Martin W. 
Joost who returned today from Sac- 
ramento. 
Joost was at the capitol 
to appear before legislative commit- 
tee on measures which would affect 
Contra Costa, county. 
Should the bill relating to powder 
companies have 
become 
effective 
three plants in thia county, the Cali- 
fornia Cap Works, Hercules Powder 
company and Giant Powder com- 
pany, would have been 
hit. Tho 
three 
powder firms, 
it 
is said, 
through their officials declared that 
If the bill was enacted the plants in 
this county would be removed 
to 
another state, probably Nevada. Tho 
same attitude is said to have been 
expressed by other powder firms of 
the state. 
The powder companies are sources 


of much revenue to the county, their 
assessed valuation being fixed at $1,- 
680,000.
